plan for limiting naval tonnage, a 
conference spokesman announced. 

The Italians still entered reser- 
vations on all points: A sub-com- 
mittee of two experts and one ad- 
visor from each delegation will be 
named to adjust certain technica] 
differences between the two groups 
namely, the British and Americans, 
on one hand, and the French and 
Japanese, on the other. The sub- 
committee also will draft resolu- 
tions summarizing the progress 
which has been made. 

In the original French proposal 
blank spaces were left for the 
global. or total tonnage figures of 
each nation. The meeting decided 
this afternoon that these figures 
should be inserted before the plan 
is finally accepted. 

It was- understood the French 
proposed that light cruisers and 
destroyers should be placed in one 
single category. Japan supported 
this, but the United States and 
Great Britain opposed it. It finally 
was decided to leave this for fur- 
ther discussion by the experts. 

Classification of War Vessels. 

The conference afterwards began 
diseussion of the classification to 
be adopted for the different types, 
of war vessels. In this matter also 
satisfactory progress was made.

Fires Into Auto After -In- 
augural.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 6.—Two 
hours after Pascual Ortiz Rubio 
had taken the oath yesterlay as 
President of Mexico amid the 
cheers of 60,000 of his countrymen 
an unsuccessful attempt to assas- 
sinate him was made at the gates 
of the National Palace. 


One of six shots fired at him | 


from @ .38 caliber pisto] struck 
him in the left jaw, breaking the 
bone before lodging in the oppo- 
site cheek. The bullet was ex- 
tracted by Dr. Jose Pergz Gil y 
Oritz at the Red Cross Hospital. 
After the operation the President 
was removed to his home where 
today he was resting easy. 

Emilio Portes Gil, provisional 
President until Ortiz Rubio’s in- 
auguration and now Minister of 
Gubernacion, said the new Presi- 
dent was out of danger. His physi- 
cians think he will be able te re- 
sume his duties in about a week. 


Six Others Slightly Hurt. 

None of six others wounded was 
injured seriously. One of the six 
shots grazed the ear and scalp of 
the wife of the President; another 
grazed the ear of the President's 
young niece, Senorita Maria Rosh, 
while the chauffeur of the Presi- 
dential automobile has a bullet 
wound in his shoulder. Three by- 
standers were wounded. One of 
them, J. Carmen Jiminez, still is in 
a hospital with a wound on his 
forehead. Two others, whose names 
were not made public, suffered 
slight wounds. A small daughter 
of the President, who sat in the 
rear seat of the car, was not hurt. 

The 22-year-old youth who fired 
the shots is in the hands of the 
police. He is Daniel Flores, a na- 
tive of San Luis Potosi, one of the 
central states of Mexico. Some of- 
ficials express opinion he is a Com- 
munist; others that he is an adher- 
ent of Jose Vasconcelos, candidate 
of the Anti-Re-electionist party for 
the presidency, defeated at the polls 
by Ortiz Rubio last Nov. 17. 

Questioned by Minister of War 
Joaquim Amaro, Portes Gil and Dr. 
Puig Casauranc, head of the Fed- 
eral district, the assassin, a slim 
young man dressed entirely in 
black and displaying remarkable 
self-possession, curtly declared: “I 
did it on my own account.” 


Refuses to Say More. 


He refused to answer further 
questions. After the questioning 
Portes Gil gave it as his opinion 
the attempted assassination was a 
Vasconcelista plot. 

Reuben Clark President Hoover's 
special Ambassador for the inaug- 
uration, and Herschel V. Johnson, 
first secretary of the American: 
Embassy, called at the President's 
residence today and inquired about 
his condition. They were told he 
was resting comfortably. 

Former President Calles visited 
the President and remained w ith 
him about 20 minutes.

The attempt on the President’s 
lifé. was made at 2:30 p. m. when 
je was leaving the National Pal- 
ace by the honor gate after swear- 
ing tn his cabinet. The assailant 
stepped from the crowd surround- 
ing the gate and calmly emptied 
his pistol into the Presidential au- 
tomobile over the heads of the 
guards. 

Ortiz Rubio fell back with hand 
raised to his jaw. His wife, riding 
beside him on a rear seat, col- 
lapsed on the floor of the car. His 
little niece and her mother, Senora 
Ortega, ducked in terror. The 
driver of the car stepped on the 
accelerator the instant the first 
shot sounded, carrying the Presi- 
dential party out of range as rap- 
idly as possible.

Gov. Adams’ action was regard- 
ed here as a bar to the correction 
board’s attempt at a reorganization 
within the penitentiary, which had 
been the scene of numerous dis- 
orders, including a riot last Octo- 
ber in wnich 13 persons were kill- 
ed.

Senators in Private Conversation Discuss New 
Chief Justice’s Career as Corporation Law- 
yer, but Decide Not to Press the Matter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The 


possibility of opposition in the 
Senate to the confirmation of 
Charles Evans Hughes as Chief 
Justice of the United States ap- 


parently vanished today as the re- 
sult of discussions yesterday aft- 
ernoon among Democratic and 
Progressive-Republican members 
of the chamber. Before reporting 
the nomination favorably, how- 
ever, the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee will scan a list of Hughes’ re- 
tainers since he retired from the 
Supreme Court to run for the 
presidency in 1916. 

A number of Senators privately 
declared that Hughes’ numerous 
appearances before the court as 
counsel for large corporations 
seemed to make him undesirable 
as Chief Justice. Nevertheless, 
they recognized the futility of try- 
ing to prevent his confirmation, 
and expressed the belief that, be- 
cause of Hughes’ great reputation, 
such an attempt would likely be 
misunderstood by the public. 

Among the cases cited as tend- 
ing to disqualify Hughes were a 
number in which he has appeared 
before the court as counsel for 
public utility corporations. Among 
these was the celebrated Detroit 
street railways case, in which 
Hughes argued that the company 
retained a vested right in the 
streets after its franchise had ex- 
pired. He lost that case. 

For Vested Rights in Air. 

More recently, as counsel for the 
General Electric Co., the owners of 
radio Broadcasting Station WGY, 
he argued for the recognition of 
vested rights in the air, on the 
ground of priority in the field, a 
doctrine which Congress has ex- 
pressly declared to be against pub- 
lic policy. This claim, if upheld, 


both cases, 


would virtually confer an unlimited 
monopoly in radio communication 
_ the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ca. 

In the WGY case, the Supreme 


}Court avoided a decision on that 


issue, by holding that it was not 
involved. However, there is now 
pending another case, which un- 
doubtedly will find its way to the 
Supreme Court, in which the claim 
of vested rights is the only issue 
involved. 

Much interest is displayed con- 
cerning the attitude of the future 
Chief Justice toward sitting in 
cases analagous to those in which 
he has appeared as counsel. For 
years he has been counsel for the 
Standard Oil Co. of New York and 
other corporations of similar mag-. 
nitude. It was pointed out that if 
h> disqualifies himself to sit in 
a case involving corporations 
which he has represented, or in- 
volving fundamental issues which 
he has espoused on One side or an- 
other, he will be serving as “a 
part-time Judge.”’ 

Decide Not to Figh 

After discussing these questions 
at some length yesterday afternoon, 
Senators who were disposed to vote 
against the confirmation of Hughes 
concluded that any organized fight 
against him would be generally 
viewed as evidence of their own 
disposition to be “agin’® every- 
thipg,” and hence not worth while. 

Hughes joined with the Attor- 
neys-General of a score of dry 
states in 1920 to fight a combined 
attack on prohibition, launched by 
six wet states. He intervened in 
two of the seven cases as an “am- 
icus curiae”—a friend of the court 
—opposing Rhode Island’s outright 
attack on the Volstead act. In 
as in five others de- 
cided at the same time, the Su- 
preme Court followed the reason- 
ing laid down in Hughes’ briefs. 


Attorney the power in each case 
when a jury is demanded, after 
conviction for a petty misde- 
meanor, to change-the nature of 
the offense and to proceed to ac- 
cuse the prisoner of a felony.

“7. If the Commissioner’s Court 
is not a court and the Commis- 
sioner is not a Judge, then the ac- 
cused is deprived of his liberty by 
trial without court, Judge or jury. 
That is not ‘due process of law’ 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

“8. The power of the District At- 
torney to reconvert the identical of- 
fense from a misdemeanor into a 
felony should the accused insist 
upon trial by jury is a power dan- 
gerous in fact and reprehensible in 
principle. 

“9. The Commissioner is not an 
official of sufficient responsibility 
to be given the power proposed in 
this legislation, 

“10. Violations of the prohibition 
law are peculiarly offenses which 
ought to be tried by jury.”

SAYS DOUBLE TAX IS LEVIED 
ON LIFE INSURANCE POLICIES 


U. S. Chamber of Commmerce De- 
clares General Revenue Gets $23 
of Every $24 Collected. 

By the Associated Press. : 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The 
contention that $23 of every $24 
collected in special State insurance 
taxes during 1928 was for general 
revenue purposes for which the 
policy holder already had been 
taxed as a citizen was made today 
in a statement by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 
The statement said that a survey 
made by its insurance department 
showed that nearly $100,000,000 
was collected from policy holders 
in 1928. 

Reporting “an enormous 
growth” in money paid for insur- 
ance and in total amounts of spe- 
cial insurance taxes collected by 
states, the statement said that “in 
light of the fact that insurance 
premium taxes are on percentage 
bases and are usually outstanding 
among the different types of spe- 
cial state insurance taxes, such tax 
increases follow as a natural con- 
sequence unless marked reduc- 
tions in the tax rate are effected 
by legislative action.” 

Special] state insurance taxes for 
the fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1929, it added, fotaled $92,178,- 
871 collected by all states, an in- 
crease of $7,615,895 or 9.01 per 
cent over 1927. 

“Of this sum,” {ft gaid, “total 
expenditures of the various state 
insurance departments aggregated 
$3,956,708, an increase of $438,064, 
or 12.45 per cent over 1927. In 
other words, on the average of ev- 
ery dollar collected in 1928, only 
4.29 cents were spent for super- 
visory service to policy holders. 
The remainder, amounting to 
95.71 cents of every dollar of tax, 
was used for general revenue pur-. 
poses.”” 


INQUIRY INTO MINE LABOR 


Conference Next June to Discuss 
Hours of Work. 
GENEVA, Feb. 6.—The govern- 
ing body of the International La- 
bor Office yesterday voted to place 
on the agenda of the world labor 
conference next June the subject 

of hours of work in coal mines. 

This action resulted from advice 
by economists who insisted that 
the present state of the coal indus- 
try was due to lack of stabilization 
in the coal producing countries. A 
recommendation that the hours of 
work be discussed at the interna- 
tional conference was also made 
by experts from nine European coal 
producing countries who met here 
last month. 


Condemned for Shooting Arabs. 

JERUSALEM, Feb. 6. — Con- 
stable Hinkis, accused of shooting 
five Arabs in the rioting at Jaffa 
Aug. 25, yesterday was sentenced 
to death. An appeal has been filed. 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency 4dis- 
patches from Jaffa, where the 
trial was held, stated that great 
tension marked the court sessions, 
which opened Jan. 30. The charge 
against Hinkis stated that the 
crime was committed after Arabs 
had killed four and wounded five 
Jews, referring to the attack on 
Benjamin Goldberg and his friends, 
who were killed in‘ Jaffa.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Con- 


gressiona] action that would pre- 
vent public utility corporations 
from carrying rate cases to the 
Federal courts until they had first 
exhausted all recourse in State 
courts was urged in the Senate 
yesterday afternoon by Senator 
Wagner (Dem.) New York. He de- 


clared that such appeals, coupled 
with the growing tendency of Fed- 
eral courts to entertain them, had 
virtually nullified State regulation 
of utility rates and service. 

While Wagner was speaking on 
the floor, his stand was being in- 


dorsed before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Interstate Commerce by 
John E, Benton, counsel for the 
National Association of State Rail- 
road and Utility Commissioners, 
who said “something should . be 
done to stop Federal! court inter- 
ference with State regulation of 
public utilities.’’ 

Wagner alluded particularly to 
the recent action of a Federal 
court in New York in overruling 
the State regulating authorities, 
and virtually granting a 20 per cent 
increase in telephone rates. He 
presented a memorial adopted by 
the New York Assembly, calling 
upon Congress to enact Legislation 
that would require the Utilities to 
go through the State Courts before 
appealing to the Federal courts. 
Wagner has introduced such a bill. 
Utilities Can Take Their Choice. 

Under the present system, he 
said, the utilities can take their 
choice between the State and Fed- 
eral courts, and hence between 
Judges, whereas the people of the 
State can apply only to the State 
courts. 

“Because of the growing attitude 
of the Federal courts, they have 
virtually outsted the State courts 
and State regulatory bodies of New 
York from control of rates and 
services,” he said. “The people of 
my State resent it. Congress does 
not assert any right to regulate 
intra-state commerce, yet the Fed- 
eral courts do not hesitate to arro- 
gate that right to themselves. 

“Nobody wans to deprive the 
utilities of their rights under the 
Federal Constitution, but we be- 
lieve they should exhaust the pos- 
sibility of adjudicating their rates 
in the State courts. If they atill 
contend that the rates fixed are con. 
fiscatory, they can appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. It 
was never intended that the Fed- 
eral courts should set up to pre- 
scribe rates and fares in intra- 
state commerce.” 

Criticizes Federal Method. 

Benton told the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee that State regu- 
latory bodies “are better equipped 
and generally do a better job” of 
regulating than the Federal courts. 
The general! practice, he said, is for 
a Federal Judge, “‘without any evi- 
dence, and without any knowledge 
of utility regulation, to issue an in- 
junction. Thereupon he appoints 
a special master, who begins by 
throwing out of the window all the 
data painstakingly accumulated by 
the State Commission over a period 
of years, and proceeds to build up 
an entirely new case.” 

Benton opposed the Couzens bill 
to establish a Federal communica- 
tions commission, on the ground 
that it “would have a tendency 
to infringe on State regulation,”’ 
especially with respect to  tele- 
phone rates and service, and cited 
the railroads as an example of 
how Federal regulation of inter- 
state commerce had resulted in 
Federal regulation of intra-state 
commerce. 

Members of the committee re- 
plied that this obviously had been 
due to the fact that the vast bulk 
of railroad traffic was interstate 
traffic, whereas 98% per cent of 
telephone calls, producing 90 per 
cent of telephone revenue, were 
intra-state. In response to Ben- 
ton’s plea that the regulatory pow- 
er be allowed to remain in the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

lieving that the powers and duties 
should be vested in the proposed 
new commission. 

Benton admitted that State reg- 
ulation of radio and cable, and to 
a large extent, telegraph com- 
munication, was out of the qpes- 
tion.. 


POPE CELEBRATES EIGHTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF ELECTION 


All Armed Forces of Vatican City 
in Gala Uniform; to Observe 
Coronation Feb. 12.

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 6.—The 
Pontifical banner, yellow and white, 
bearing the insignia of the Tiara 


or triple crown and the massive 
crossed keys of St. Peter below it, 
was run up this morning at dawn 
in the court yard of St. Damusus, 
in the heart of the Vatican City 
State, to commemorate the eighth 
anniversary of Pope Pius’ election. 

All armed forces of the Pope's 
domain, put on their full dress uni- 
forms before first call sounded, 
summoning them to duty. The 
Swiss vuards hoisted their own 
standard just outside the farnous 
bronze door leading into the Apos- 
tolic Palace. . 

The clerical staff of the Secre- 
tary of State was kept busy ‘ircft- 
ing replies to messages of congrat- 
ulation to the Pope from all over 
the world. A year ago, the Pope 
was still “tho prisoner of the Vat- 
ican.” Today, he is, by virtue of 
the Lateran Accords signed "eb. 
11, 1929, a free and independent 
monarch in his own domain, and 
many of the messages received 
touched on that fact. 

Next Wednesday, Feb. 12, Pope 
Pius will attend a solemn high 
mass in the Sistin» chapel, mark- 
ing the eighth anniversary of his 
coronation as Pontiff. That cere- 
money will be attended by the dip- 
lomatie¢ corps accredited to the 
Holy See, the Roman aristocracy. 
many distinguished visitors, and 
many pilgrims. 


GENERAL AMNESTY GRANTED 
OPPONENTS OF DE RIVERA 


Several Hundred Civilians and 
Army Officers Affected by 
Royal Decree.

MADRID, Feb. 6.—A royal de- 
cree was issued today declaring a 
general amnesty for all persons ac- 
cused or convicted of rebellion or 
sedition against the Spanish Gov- 
ernment during the dictatorship of 
Gen. Primo de Rivera, who was 
overthrown last week. 

The decree wiped out charges 
against Jose Antonio Sanchez 
Guerra, former Liberal Premier, 
who has been facing retrial for 
sedition for the abortive Ciudad 
Real rebellion of 1928 and against 
other civilians and army officers 
connected with revolutionary at- 
tem pts. 

The action was taken on the an- 
riversary of the death of Maria 
Cristina, mother of King Alfonso, 
who died last year after a long 
illness. Several hundred persons, 
many of them officers in the artil- 
lery corps, are affected. 

Sanchez Guerra intends imme- 
diately to re-enter politics, proba- 
bly heading a new political group. 


$5,386,367 BILL FOR MOTHERS? 
TRIP TO FRANCE UP TO HOOVER 


House Passes Measure, Already 
Approved by Senate, for Tour to 
Soldiers’ Graves.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Con- 
gress completed action today on 
legislation to provide $5,386,367 to 
enable Gold Star. mothers of 
World War veterans to make a 
trip to-the graves of their sons in 
France. 

A House resolution to provide 
the money was passed by the Sen- 
ite and sent to President Hoover. 

The fund would remain avail- 
able until 1934 to permit the 11,- 
440 mothers and widows entitled 
to make the pilgrimage to visit 
the graves of sons and husbands. 
About 5323 women have indicated 
to the War Department they de- 
sire to visit the battle fields this 
year. 


HOOVER ACCEPTS RESIGNATION 


OF U. $; CIVIL SERVICE HEAD 


Asks W. C. Deming, However, to 
Remain Until He Is Relieved 
by Successor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, in accepting the res- 
ignation of William C. Deming as 
president of the Civil Service Coim- 
mission, has asked that the date 
of its taking effect be left open. 
Deming has agreed to continue his 
duties until relieved. The Presi- 
dent expressed “sincere regret” at 
Deming’s resignation. : 
“The long and effective service 
you have given has contributed to 
the upbuilding of the civil service,” 
said Mr. Hoover, “and your conduct 
of the office has won the full es- 
teem of all members of the Govern- 
ment as well ag the public at large. 
I am in hopes that the time may

Sisters of St. Mary Will 
Share Administration of 
the Institution With the 
College. | 


A hospital for patients of mod- 
erate means, which will serve also 
as the teaching center of the St. 
Louis University medica] school, 
is to be erected by the university 
on the city block on the west side 
of Grand boulevard, between Rut- 
ger street and Vista avenue, under 
a $1,000,000 gift from the estate 
of Firmin Desloge, made by his 
heirs in accordance with his will. 
The institution will be called the 
Firmin Desloge Memorial Hospital. 

Mr. Desloge, who made a for- 
tune estimated in excess of $10,- 
000,000 in Southeastern Missouri 
lead mining, died Dec. 18, at the 
age Of 86. His will divided his 
estate equally among his widow, 
Mrs. Lydia Desloge, and their sons, 
Firmin V. Desloge of Clayton road 
and Gay avenue, St. Louis County, 
and Joseph Desloge of Florissant, 
saying the sons had been informed 
of charitable gifts which the elder 
Desloge wished to be made. 

The fact that a $1,000,000 gift 
had been received for a university 
hospital to face the medical school, 
which is at Grand boulevard and 
Caroline street, was published ex- 
clusively in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch but announcement of the 
source of the gift was withheld un- 
til today. 

Sisters of St. Mary to Share. 

The Sisters of St. Mary, who con- 
duct St. Mary’s Hospital, Clayton 
road and Bellevue avenue, Rich- 
mond Heights; St. Mary’s Infirm- 
ary, 1536 Papin street, and Mount 
St. Rose Sanatorium, 9101 South 
Broadway, will share with the uni- 
versity in the administration of 


versity whereby the latter con- 
tréls the medical and educational 
activities of all the hospitals. They 
own the three existing ones, where- 
as the university will own the new 
one. Mr. Desloge died at St. Mary's 
Hospital. 

“The problem of the patient of 
moderate means is the outstanding 
economic problem in the field of 
medicine,” said the Rev. A. M. 
Schwitalla, S. J., dean of the med- 
ical school. “All hospitals erected 
prior to five years ago reflect in 
their construction as they do in 
their policies the older concept of 
the hospital, when no special pro- 
vision had to be made for the pa- 
tient of moderate: means.” 

100 Beds to Be Free. 

It is intended to meet this need 
for the patient of moderate cir- 
cumstances in Desloge Hospital 
through new ideas of construction 
and equipment which will afford 
a fair degree of comfort and pri- 
vacy for the patient. The central 
location is expected to enhance the 
usefulness of the place. There 
will be about 300 beds, of which 
100 will be entirely free, with a 
graduated scale of the lowest pos- 
sible rentals for the others. ‘There 
likewise will be a_ sliding scale 
with a modest maximum for per- 
formance of surgical operations. 

The university owns the site, 
which runs west to Motard avenue, 
a short street between Grand 
boulevard and Spring avenue. There 
are four dwellings on it now, in- 
cluding one used for a university 
dental clinic and one taken recent-

DECEPTION ISLAND, Antarc- 
tica, Feb. 6. (Via “S. 8S. Melville 
and KUP, San Francisco wireleas 
station.)—It is now eight days and 
elght nights since we have been 
able t#® communicate with the 
steamship William scoresby. 

Although we have striven for a 
contact every day and every night, 
we have not been able to pierce 
the curtain of mystery which the 
Antarctic has drawn about Capt. 
Sir Hubert Wilkins. 

The Scoresby with Capt. Wilkins 
and the entire personnel of his ex- 
pedition aboard is somewhere in 
the vast sea of broken ice to the 
south of us. It sailed in that di- 
rection in search of a runway for 
a take-off for the proposed Ross 
Sea flight across the Polar cap. 

If the silence continues an at- 
tempt will be made to send one of 
the spare whalers southward im 
search of the Scoresby. This will 
be a difficult matter, however, un- 
less we get some informetion on 
the Scoresby’s position. 

We are still hoping that the ship 
may have had radio trouble and 
that it will answer our signals ag 
soon as,repairs are made.

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion bas all the control over interstate communica’ 
tion that the Couzens bill proposes to vest in a sepa- 
rate commission; but the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is too busy regulating the railroads to pay 
any attention to any other .type of interstate com- 
munication. The utilities prefer to leave it that way. 
They are apprehensive of having the matter placed 
in the hands ofa commission with*time to do some- 
thing about it. 

All the state commissions, like our own, are \pre- | 
sumably the servants of the states. Nevertheless, the 
country is witnessing the scandalous spectacle of 
widespread protest from state commissions against 
something in which they have no interest whatever. 
Several of the commissions have sent their lawyers 
to appear before the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, which is conducting hearings on the Couz- 
ens bill. Utility commissions in Wisconsin, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Montana, Iili- 
nois and North Carolina have dane this, indicating 
the extent of the movement organized by the utilities 
behind the backs of the states. John E.,Benton, at- 
torney for the National Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissions, told the committee yesterday 
that a deficit in his organization was made up by 
purchase of its reports some years ago by the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association. With such hocus- 
pocus do commissions deliver themselves into the 
hands of their real masters. Their real masters are 
not their creators, but those who pay for their con- 
ventions and frolics. 

We suggest that Gov. Caulfield, who alone is author- 
ized to speak for the State when the Legislature is not 
in session, ask the Missouri Public Service Commission 
what meat it feeds upon that it has become so great. 
We cannot believe that the Governor had the slight- 
est intimation that any such protest was to be made. 
We have sufficient respect for his knowledge of these 
things to believe that had he known of it he would 
have headed off the protest: (1) Because the State 
has no regulative powers which the Couzens bill 
would either violate or embarrass; (2) because the 
commission has no authority to speak for the State. 

Whose servant is it? 
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PAROLE DOC COOK. 

The Federal Parole Board has voted aye on the 
proposition of giving Doc Cook the freedom of the 
planet, and we hope that Attorney-General Mitchell 
and President Hoover, who must pass on the board’s| 
recommendation, will be equally generous. In less | 
than a month—on March 5, to be exact—the Doc will 
be eligible for parole. A few extra days of liberty 
may becomingly be granted an artist whose master- 
piece occasioned a grand commotion and will hang 
high forever in the gallery of hoaxes. 

Objections will be made, perhaps, to calling Doc an 
artist. Yet his discovery of the North Pole prac- 
tically all alone and, one might say, incognito, was, 
surely an objet d'art.

As an artist in oil Doc was not so good. His imag- 
inary gushers, though persuasively realistic, entered 
him in Leavenworth. He should have stuck to his 
pemmican and Eskimos, his blubber canapes, long 
Arctic nights, and icy vistas “where everywhere I 
looked was south.” 

The poles are as old, familiar landmarks now, rib- 
boned with the colors of nations, their isolation spat- 
tered by the spoor of plane and dirigible. But the 
blizzardy heights of Everest still blow defiance to in- 
vaders, and there is the ultima thule for Doc to try.

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“A DIVINITY THAT SHAPES OUR ENDS.” 

At 68 Charles Evans Hughes looks upon the office 
of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court as the “great- 
est opportunity for service” in his monumental ca- 
reer. And that “greatest opportunity” would likely 


That memorable occasion on a summer day in San 
Francisco in 1916, when the Republican candidate 
failed to meet Hiram Johnson, probably cost Mr. 
Hughes the presidency. That at least was the inter 
pretatign in the anxious November days when news- 
papers throughout the country were revising their re- 
ports of the result on the early returns. California at 
last swung officially into the Wilson column. 

There is no trace of slackening power in Mr. 
Hughes at 68. His prodigious capacity for work is 
the wonder and despair of his associates. “Straight as 
& cypress and tall as a bireh tree,” he radiates health 
and vigor with his springy step and military car- 
riage. How would it be with him, one wonders, if 
he had shaken Hiram Johnson’s hand on that pivot- 
al occasion? He would have entered the White House 
under the grisly auspices of unavoidable war. The 
burden that broke Woodrow Wilson would have been 
his to carry. Four years of staggering responsibility, 
with the probability of re-election extending the ten- 
ure for another quadrennium more exacting, per 
haps, in its vital demands than the battle’s tumult 
and shouting. 

On March 4, 1925, he may be seen in this historical 
hypothesis as moving out of the picture of affairs, 
worn and weary, into the sunset of the ex-presidency. 

Perhaps Shakespeare was right. Surely Mr. Hughes

Undoubtedly the Federal income tax is the richest 
single bonanza ever tapped by a national government. 
It is the modern equivalent of the mines of . 
which poured their gold and precious stones into the 
coffers of King Solomon, and of the treasure houses 
of the South American Indians, drained to aggrandize 
the Kings of Spain. For the last: half of 1929 a total 
of $1,184,602,927 was paid in income taxes, an in- 
crease of $171,531,330 over the same period of the pre- 
vious year. That half-year collection 15 or 20 years 
ago ‘would have been sufficient to pay the entire ex- 
pense of running the Federal Government. 

When the income tax first went into effect in 1914, 
it yielded $60,000,000, the receipts rising to $360,000,- 
000 in 1917. The next year, with the excess profits 


staggering total of $2,800,000,000, approximately eight. 
times as much as in 1917. The pinnacle of the war 
period was attained in 1920, when $3,900,000,000 was 
returned. At the end of the war period and with the 
abolition of emergency tax rates, the receipts de- 
clined. In 1922 they reached the post-war low level 
of $1,600,000,000, then began another climb to $2,- 
$00,000,000 in 1929. 

It is interesting to note that total income tax col- 
lections since the law was enacted, excluding figures 
of last year, total more than $29,000,000,000. So’ 
that on that one item of>taxation, the receipts 
have been greater than the national debt rolled 
up by the United States during the World War. There 
is a symphony for adding machines, comptometers | 
and cash registers. 

In 1928 profits from stock market speculation made 
up more than 10 per cent of incomes, which explains 
the increased figures. The story of 1929 will be dif- 
ferent because of what might be called the unpleasant- 
ness of last fall. But if the history of the income 
tax repeats itself, that will be a mere momentary in- 
terruption to the dizzy ascent of income tax figures. 
Altogether, the presence of this law on the books is 
what makes the office of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury such a nice job. 


An instructive feature of the automobile show is the 
collection of “early editions.” Grotesque and scrawny 
caricatures that excite the giggling derision of flam- 
ing youth, but to many of us were “phantoms of de- 
light when first they gleamed upon our sight.” We 
bow to youth’s heartless but just judgment. - Those 
antiques are terrible.

story of trial and error. Yet here it is in radiant 
bloom, and the result is that a miraculous utility 
has become, too, a glorious joy.

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DALLAS’ HOT DOG MAYOR. 

Hot dog sandwiches for the hoi polloi are worth 
more politically than porterhouse steaks for the so- 
cial elect—that’s the way J. Waddy Tate, Mayor of 
Dallas, figures it. He rode into office as the “plain 
people’s Mayor” on a great wavé of votes brought out 
by frankfurters, buns and mustard, served at all his 
campaign meetings. Now Mayor Tate, seeking to prove 
that there was no “boloney” on the commoners’ menu, 
gives a resume of what he has done in his first 10 
months to make Dallas safe for the masses. 

For one thing, he sold the snakes in the Zoo and 
bought dofttkeys for the children to ride, so thev need 
no longer envy the “scions of the rich” their Shet- 
land ponies. He ordered removal of the spikes on 
the City Hall fence—“and now it’s a regular tobacco 
chewers’ row,” he boasts. Free days at city swim- 
ming pools uphold the tradition of the good old Sat- 
urday night bath. He revoked the order closing 
city parks at 10 p. m., 80 the spooners would not be 
driven to perilous roadsides at that hour. And— 
supreme demonstration of democracy—he half-mast- 
ed the City Hall flag when the municipal dog catcher 
died, “for he was a good one.” 

In Mayor Tate’s summary no mention is made of 
such abstract matters as budgefing, city planning, 
zoning or civic spirit. All his accomplishments are 
in fields which the humblest voter can understand 
and help enjoy. Having showered all these blessings 
on a grateful metropolis, J. Waddy Tate is on his 
way to becoming perpetual Mayor of Dallas—if the 
hot dogs hold out. 
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DIVORCE. 

Floyd Dell, the novelist, in an article on divorce, 
decries the difficulty with which that state is at- 
tained in New York, and says that because the New 
York laws grant divorce only on evidence of un- 
faithfulness, men and women are compelled to lie 
before the courts and to admit infidelity that often 
does not exist, in order to break-their marriage bonds. 
At the same time the news comes from Moscow that 
because of the ease of divorce in Russia, women 
change their husbands three or four times a year, 
and that one woman has had as many as 16 husbands 
in three and one-half years. So Russia is beginning 
to wonder about its divorce laws; to consider just 
what is going to become of the family. 

The difficulty in New York and in Russia, it 
would seem, is that both states have gone toward 
extremes, and that Russia, on hef side, has just about 
attained it. Still, the unhappy medium between New 
York and Russia leaves much to be desired. Some 
think the obvious relief lies not in divorce laws but 
in the scientific investigation of marriage. And that 
would not cure the difficulty either. Manners of the 
age have much to do with the frequency of divorce, 
certainly. But improper mating has still more to do 
with it, and there is found a difficulty which neither 
investigation nor legislation will ever conquer.

O doubt connoisseurs at a distance mar- 
N ee: at the slowness with which ths 
naval conference proceeds, but close by 
the wonder ig that it makes any progress 
at all. The etiquette which governs the 
deliberations of such bodies antedates all 
secular diplomacy and goes back to the 
interminable councils of the medieval 
church. If there has been any change late- 
ly it is in the direction of incréased pon- 
derosity. Metternich and his friends, meet- 
ing behind closed doors, could occasionally 
take a short cut, but now that everything 
is done under the glare of spotlights, every 
subtiety of decorum must be observed. 

Consider the business translated into every- 
day terms. Suppose it were the rule that 
the drummer going out to sell his goods 
hed to take along 10 secretaries in plug 
hats, five Admirals in full uniform, eight 
or 10 head lawyers, and suppose the cus- 
tomer prepared for him by assembling the 
same gaudy guard. Now, suppose the 
drummer had to prepafe an opening speech 
two days in advance, have it translated into 
French and supply copies to all news- 
papers. And now SsuppOse the  cus- 
tomer, having heard it, had to reply by ina- 
viting the whole gang to a banquet followed 
by speeches in English, French and Italian, 
with radio mikes every three feet and the 
gallery full of movie cameras. 

Let us now leap forward a week. Two 
high contracting parties have been meeting 
twice daily and dining together every night 
ahd each has become aware of the inten- 
tions of the other. The drummer has made 
it clear that he wants to sell something and 
the customer admits he is willing to buy if 
he can. get a close price. But before the 
drummer may make an actual offer of his 
goods, he must draw up a document setting 
forth in detail what he proposes to sell ani 
why he wants to sell it, and this document 
must be submitted for approval to a com- 
mittee consisting of two rival drummers and 
two competitors of the customer. 

There ensues what is called a plenary 
session. That is to gay, all parties at inter- 
est, accompanied by secretaries, Admirals,

Interpreters in- 
terpret, bands play, soldiers march around 
the hall clanking guns, movie cameras click 
All say the same thing, viz.: that they are

Some 
one finds an error in the Japanese trans- 
lation and a day is wasted hunting a dic- 
tionary. 

But one day there is an end. The report 
is ratified at a plenary session, the drum- 
mer gets out his samples, the customer ex- 
amines them and it is announced officially 
that actual haggling may begin. | 

I exaggerate very little. Precisely by 
such preposterous devices the new diplom- 
acy carries on business. No party to né- 
gotiations ever dares say plainly what is in 
his mind. _He always must remember the 
radio, the hewspapers, the folk back home 
—above all the archaic and insane etiquette 
of his grotesque art.

High school athletic circles are 
still buzzing with lively comment 
over the eligibility case of Tom 
Cass, Soldan High School basketball 
star, and it is not improbable that 
steps to prevent a repetition of the 
situation in future will be taken. 

Soldan, which had been unde- 
feated in the City High School 
League basketball race, is tied with 
Cleveland for first place, with four 
victories and one defeat, because 


the West Enders used Tom Cass 
in the game against Beaumont on 
Jan. 25 and Cass was later.decilared 
ineligible under the nine semester 
ruling, thereby. forfeiting the game 
to Beaumont. Thé decision ‘was 
returned under a riiling in the con- 
stitution of the Missouri State 
High School Athletic Association 
which states specifically that the 
Saturday and Sunday between ,the 
ninth and tenth semesters be 

to the second term, so that Jan. 
25 would be in the second semester. 

Cass” eligibility was questioned 
at the meeting of the city athletic 
board on Jan. 24, at which time 
the Soldan authorities were _ fre- 
ferred to the article in the State 
constitution. Through a misun- 
derstanding Coach Harry White 
used Cass in the game with Beau- 
mont, Soldan winning,.27 to 25, in 
a game which required two extra 
periods, | 

At the time that Cass’ status was 
doubted, the eligibility of Harry 
Mendelson was algo raisgd, since 
Mendelson had passed his subjects 
and would have been available for 
play in the second semester. Men- 
delson was kept out of the Beau- 
mont game because it was believed 
that he came under the first 
semester ruling. Under the old 
city constitution Mendelson would 
not have been eligible, but judged 
by the State code, he could have 
played. 

In answer to the proposition 
that the team which finishes the 
first round. using players that be- 
come ineligible at the end of the 

rst semester, has an advantage 
over the team which draws a bye 
and only plays three games in the 
20 weeks, Tom J. Rucker, secre- 
tary of the league said, “While 
there seems to ‘be an injustice 
worked aguinst the four other 
schools, yet the constant re-ar- 
ranging of the athletic schedules 


| distributes the breaks so that one 


school does not consistently get 
an advantage.”’ 

When it was observed that 
-leveland finished the first round 
and used players who graduated, 
Rucker added that some _ other 
school would not draw a bye in the 
next season's schedule before the 
completion of its four league 
games, enabling it to use any 
eligible players it chose.
